Referee McKinney reports that on Nov. 
5 an agreement was reached between 
the attorneys for the shareholders and 
counsel far the receivers, subject to the 
approval of the courts. This agreement, 
which ig embodied in the report, pro- 
vides as follows: (1) That the recelvers 
shall not allow any of the funds remain- 
ing to go into any other hands without 
an order from the court; (2) that no fur- 
ther loans or disbursements shall be paid 
to attorneys for the receivers except those 
confirmed in the report of the referee; 
(3) that the receivers shal] be surcharged 
the sum of $2,000 each; (4) that the people 
of the State of New York, as plaintiffs, 
shall withdraw objections to and accept 
the receivers’ accounts. 

This agreement, which Referee McKin- 
ney urges the court to approve, obtains 
for the shareholders, he declares, all the 
concessions which could possibly result 
from further and expensive litigation. 
The costliness of the dissolution, the ref- 
eree says, has been due wholly to the 
enormous attorneys’ fees and the ac- 
counting’ for them, which was unnecessar- 
ily prolonged. The report. continues: 

“It is, indeed, a very unfortunate 
situation for the shareholders to find 
that the assets of this corporation, which 
were placed by the State Banking De- 
partment just prior to the appointment of 
the receivers at $1,086,000, and subsequent- 
ly fixed by the receivers themselves at 
$904,000, have shrunk to about $30,000, as 
appears by the receivers’ final account. 
This was apparently due to two causes: 

‘ First—To the improvement and reck- 
less investments made by the officers of 
the corporation. 

‘*Second—To the expenses of the ad- 
ministration of the receivership. 

‘We find that by the receivers’ account 
the assets, which were placed at $1,086,- 
000, realized only $275,000, and of the 
$275,000 it cost $192,000 to administer the 
same. Of this sum the receivers obtained 
only $14,000 between them for their fees 
in the proceeding; the remainder is for 
attorneys’ fees, referees’ fees, disburse- 
ments of counsel, salaries of clerks and 
rent. 

“Jt will be observed that the receivers 
got a very small part of this outlay, the 
bulk of it being expended primarily for 
legal expenses. 

“The receivers impressed me favorably 
with their apparent desire to aid the court 
in every way possible and to explain every 
detail of expense and necessity for the 
same, of which they had any knowledge, 
but it did appear to me that their attor- 
neys had unnecessarily prolonged these 
proceedings, which should have been 
closed some time ago. 

“It should in fairness be sald that the 
administration of this property is in no 
wise different from or relatively more ex- 
pensive than that of the average receiv+ 
ership in New York State to-day. Our 
statutes have permitted the growth of 2 
system which has received the positive, if 
not active, approval of the courts, where- 
by the sole administration of affairs 
usually is placed in the hands of the ree 
ceivers’ attorneys, who envelop the most 
trifling matters in a maze of legal red 
tape, when ordinary acumen and business 
experience should suffice, 

‘‘The purpose is, of course, to protect 
the receivers and have them act in strict 
accordance with the law. The result is, 
however, as demonstrated in this case, 
that the expense of administration is 
nearly 70 per cent. of the entire assets,

This morning’s fight began on the 
steps of ~fastionabie~ Church of 
Saint Pierre de Chaillot, where the two 
men were present as relatives of the 
late Lady Errington, in memory of 
whom @ funeral service was being con- 
ducted.

Count Boni’s Story of Fight. 

At a late hour to-night Count Bonj 
gave me his version of the fracas, and 
@ little later Prince Helie made a long 
statement and alloaved me to examine 
the bruises he browght away from the 
church as souvenirs of the meeting. 

“When I went to the church this 
morning,” said Count Boni, beginning 
his story, “I was deeply offended to see 
a few rows ahead of me Prince Helie. 
As he was a relative of the deceased, 
he naturally had a right to be there, but 
I thought he never would dare to ap- 
pear there. 

“When the ceremony was but haig 
over, he turned and saw me. Then, 

rising, he_put on his hat and brushed 
past me toward the door. As he pussed © 
me he shoved his hat further down on 
his head, with an Insulting gesture, 

“I immediately followed him out and 
put my hend on his shoulder to remibn- 
strate with him, whereupon he immedi- 
ately raised his cane and attempted to 
strike me.

vanes. As it was evidently a concerted 
attack upon him, he lodged a com- 
plaint. 

To prove the animosity of the Castel- 
lanes against him, he declared that 
even the Marquis de Castellane, Count 
Boni's father, who followed the party 
to the police station, said, in the pres~- 
ence of all, “I wish I had been there, 
too, so I could have hit you.” 

When I accepted the Prince’s invita- 
tion to examine his bumps and bruises 
I found he had a very ugly mark on his 
forehead, and that one of his eyes was 
badly discolored. He complained of 
nehes in the region of his rips. 

When I asked him if he would fight 
a duel with Count Boni, he declined to 
answer the question 

There are a good many persons who 
gay the duel is quite out of the ques- 
tion now that Prince Helie has taken 
the matter into court. 

Prince Helie said he regretted the in- 
cident of the fight principally because 
the name of Mme. Gould had been 
dragged in. 

“Tf the Count de Castellane’s attack 
upon me was caused by my visits to 
Mme. Gould,” he said, “{t seems 
strange that he objects to these visits 
now when he did not object before the 
divorce. 

“Tf Boni desires to get me out of the 
way,” he said, “in order to effect a 
reconciliation with Anna, that is his af- 
fair, not mine.” 

Taken to Police Station. 

According to an account of the fight 
given by a bystander, the two men 
were separated, not by friends of either 
party, but by a@ big butcher. At the 
moment the butcher came up Count 
boni had his antagonist flat on his 
back in the gutter, and Count Jean 
de Castellane was kicking the helpless 
Prince as fast as he could make his 
legs move. 

According to this story, when the 
police arrived the butcher was holding 
the two principals in the fight, who 
were covered with mud. The Prince 
was bleeding profusely from a wound 
in the right temple, where he had been 
struck by Count Boni’s heavy stick. 

With the butcher's hand on his collar, 
Boni was haranguing a crowd which 
had gathered as to why he had spat 
in the Prince's face. The police invited 
the two men to go to the station house, 
and this, after some disputing, they 
pgreed to do, and, followed by several 
thousand persons, they marched off to 
the station, where they made “ ex- 
planations.” Each claimed that the 
other was the aggressor, but the Prince 
alone lodged a complaint. 

A “ proces verbal” having been writ- 
ten out according to the French law, 
the men signed it and were released. 
The case now will go before the Public 
Prosecutor, who will decide what, if 
any, steps shall be taken. 

The affair has created a great sensa& 
tion in Paris on account of the notoriety 
and the high family connections of the 
parties concerned, and especially Count 
Boni’s prominence as an anti-Republi- 
can and an opponent of the Govern- 
ment’s church policy. 

Prince Helie de Sagan is the grand- 
s0n of the famous Duke who for years 
set the fashion in Paris, and concern- 
ing whom a hundred droll stories have 
been told. He is a brother of the Duke 
de Dino and has figured extensively in 
public gossip in Paris. A few years 
ago he attained notoriety by slapping 
Maitre Barboux during the trial of a 
damage suit brought by a prominent 
society leader because it was publicly 
asserted that the painting, ‘“ Nude 
Woman in a Mask,” exhibited at the 
salon, was her portrait. 

According to current gossip in Paris, 
Count Boni and the entire Castellang 
family are now convinced that Prince 
Helie de Sagan, in spite of the opposti- 
tion of the Gould family, is seeking to 
marry Mme. Gould. 


LANDLORDS ORGANIZE 
FOR THE RENT WAR 


Plan Defensive Measures as Jeer- | 


ing Tenants Parade Past 
Their Meeting Place. 


CLASHES WITH THE POLICE 


Three Arrests as Street Meeting Is 
Dispersed—Some Warring Ten- 
ants Are Dispossessed. 


Over 100 owners of east side tenements 
met last night in Pythagoras Hall, 177 
East Broadway, and decided to form an 
organization to fight the rent reduction 
campaign that has been moving with 
more and more momentum for two weeks 
past. It was the sense of the meeting that 
the situation had become critical and that 
if the landlords were not to be swamped 
they must organize for the battle. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock, while the meet- 
ing was at its height, a slow-moving and 
howling mob of not less than 2,000 tenants 
dragged past Pythagras Hall. There were 
jeers at the landlords, which caused the 
meeting to come to a standstill. 

The Chairman jumped to his feet. A 
speaker stopped his oratory. The audi- 
ence did not move to the doors, because 
out there was the crowd. 

But the 2,000 only cried out, and moved 
on, following a truck dragged by one poor 
little black horse, and carrying the So- 
cilalist speakers, whom the police wouldn't 
allow to stop anywhere and talk. 

Nathan Cohen was the first speaker at 
the owners’ meeting. He said that appeal 
must be made to the proper authorities in 
this fight; that the landlcrds might as 
well understand that they were up against 
a@ hard proposition. 

H. M. Phillips, a lawyer of 271 Broad- 
way, safd that all the publicity possible 


should be given to the landlords’ side of 
this case. It was hard enough, he went 
on, for the poor landlords to make both 
ends meet, counting in taxes, repairs, and 
other expenses, 

The landlords must stick together, he 
said. The organization should not allow 
any one owrer to be ruined by an empty 
house, for that was what the politicians 
backing this rent-reduction oampaign 
were working for—to ruin several owners 
and thus put fear into the hearts of the 
whole class. 

Mr. Phillips was chosen President, 
Joseph Smolinsky of 2 West 120th Street 
Treasurer, and Philip Minchell of 138 
Second Avenue, Secretary. It was de- 
cided to have another meeting on Satur- 
day night, in Linerty Hall, East Houston 
Street, between Suffolk and Norfolk 
Streets. 

ae were made for funds to meet 
the first emergency expenses of the young 
eee. and $60 was taken up as a 
collection, It was decided to use all the 
organization’s power and future treasury 
resources to prevent any landlord from 
being ruined by the continued vacancy of 
his house. It was also decided to admit 
lessees, or “‘leasters,”’ as they are called 
on the east side, to the organization. 


Police Disperse Socialist Meeting. 


The crowd that had moved slowly by 
the meeting-place of the owners was the 
remnant of what had been planned as q 
big open-air meeting in Rutgers Square. 


The Socialist speakers had thought that 
the police would not interfere with them. 
They said they had been ttold by Com- 
missioner Bingham that they would not 
be disturbed as long as their meeting was 
orderly. 

Shortly after § o'clock a truck drove 
slowly oe from the headquarters of the 
rent-reduction campaigners at 818 Grand 
Street. It hadn’t gone a block before it 
was surrounded by 00 opmsnetc ten- 
ants. As it drove down H8sex Street to- 
ward the square the crowd grew like 
magic. , 

Louls Zuckerman of 77 First Avenue, 
the driver of the truck, swung his horse 
around the square once or twice, hoping 
to evade the police, who were seen in the 
side streets. It was of no use, Presently 
the policemen came charging out of Madi- 
son Street, They beat back the crowds 
with their night sticks, and arrested the 
driver. The charge was that he had no 
light on his wagon, and besides that he 
wus collecting a crowd. 

Policeman Donegan 4@rove the truck 
down to the Madison Street Police Station, 
followed by the jeering east siders. Po- 
liceman Duffy had also arrested in the 
crowd Ziros and Isidor Specter, aged 24 
and 17 years, who live at 185 Ludlow 
Street. 

The police version of the Specter case 
was that Ziros, upon being told to move 
on by Duffy, halted him, and started in 
to tell him the law. Then a sort of fight 
followed, and Isidor, who has been in this 
country only three weeks, butted in. They 
were both arrested. 

The Specter version was that Ziros wns 
showing his ar arrived brother over 
the town when Policeman Duffy attacked 
him.

All three prisoners were taken to the 
Night Court.

Widow of the Rev, G. A. Gish Says He 
Committed Suicide.

PITTSFIELD, Il., Jan. 2.—The State's 
Attorney to-day began an investigation 
into the mysterious death of the Rev. G. 
A. Gish of Chambersburg. He had told 


his brothers that he feared assassination 
and requested that a post mortem be held 
in case he died under unusual 
stances. Chicago specialists who exam- 
ined the internal organs found traces of 
strychnine. The minister’s wife was with 
him when he died in the study_of a resi- 
dence where they were guests. In a state- 
ment to-day the widow called the investt- 
ation ‘ preposterous.” 

oer ar. dist died suddenly,” said Mrs. 
Gish, ‘‘after he had _ returned from 
church, where he delivered a sermon. To 
accuse me of any wrong in connection 
with his death is preposterous. I am at 
a loss to understand why the authorities 
are so wrought up over the suicide of a 
minister, while hundreds of others who 
end life are buried without any consid- 
eration whatever.” 

The minister’s actions on the night of 
his death gave no indication of any inten- 
tion to end his life. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held in Pitts- 
field, and the verdict was death from 
natural causes. The body was sent to 
Eureka for burial, but the_ preacher's 
brothers refused to inter it without an ex- 
amination. 


ALL BANKS REPORT WEEKLY. 


Order of Clark Williams Includes Trust 
Companies Also. 


The point in the report of Clark Will- 
fams, State Superintendent of Banking, 


which particularly interested Wall Street 
yesterday was his requirement that a 
statement of the condition of all banking 
institutions in the State be made weekly. 
His report on this point says: 

Availing myself of the authority of the law 
vested in the Superintendent of Banks it ts 
my purpose to require an average summary 
statement of the condition of the banking in- 
stitutions of the State at the close of business 
on Friday of each week. These figures will be 
complied in the office of the department at 
New York, and those of the institutions in the 
metropolitan district not reporting to the Clear- 
ing House will be segregated, combined, and 
ublished in such fomm as, with the weekly 
ank statement, will show, so far as possible, 
the true financial condition of the banking in- 
stitutions of the City of New York. 


It was pointed out yesterday that there 
are, outside of the Clearing House, two 
National banks, seventeen State banks, 
and forty-seven trust companies. Some 
of these are controlled by the some inter- 
ests as sway some of the Clearing House 
institutions, and there has been a possi- 
bility of manipulation in the case of any 
such Clearing House bank desiring to 
make a good showing. 

The exact amount of money in every 
banking institution in the State will now 
be on record, and any displacement of 
funds for manipulative purposes will be 
easily traceable.

ficient to give us a clearance of 80 inches 
when necessary. All these wheels and 
axles and other needed equipment have 
been prepared and are ready now to be 
adjusted to the car when we wish, As 
to the body of the car, it is built with 
the seats and the gasoline tanks of a 
piece, to save weight and space, the ar- 
rangement enabling us to carry 200 gal- 
lons of gasoline without trouble. We have 
the regular Thomas engines, but employ 
a different steering device. I do not 
care to say what horse power we develop, 
but it will-be ample for the work and 
not excessive. 


What He Expects to Overcome, 


‘The main value of the equipment we 
will use is in the accessories to over- 
come some of the obstacles we will meet. 
Many of ‘these contrivances are those 
which were employed in the Government 
service for the same purpose, which I 
can adapt, but the nature of which I 
cannot reveal. For instance, I was em- 


loyed on the first automobile that was 
Built especially for the service by the 
Ordnance Department. We drove that 
car actually over an outbuilding on the 
grounds by the use of paraphernalla we 
carried in the service, The building was 
18 feet high, and we crossed it, using 
the means provided, going up one side, 
across its roof, and down on the other 
side. 

“This was only one phase of the Gov- 
ernment work. We were in the field two 
rears with automobiles, experimenting. 

ne car, with a 56-inch wheel, was driven 
through a quagmire and a sandfield where 
the wheels sank nearly up to the hub, 
but the car was able to progress, with 
{ts peculiar design and great tractive 
power. We crossed streams and mount- 
ains or whatever else was in our path 
without hesitation, and even crossed deep 
rivers by building pontoon bridges ahead 
of us. What was done there can be done 
here. We have faced the snow problem in 
the mountains, and ice fields ss well. 
They will not be new, nor will the hard- 
ships we must endure. The car we used 
on this work had less than 85 horse 
power. 

‘It Is this experience that I am count- 
ing on to pull us through this race. It 
is not pleasure driving, nor ordinary tour- 
ing, and certainly not ordinary racing 
that will fit a man for this work. There 
may be some of the foreign drivers who 
have more racing ee then I have 
had, though I have done quite a little of 
that, or have toured more extensively, 
though I have covered a goodly stretch 
of road; but I do not believe that any of 
them have had more experience in the 
sort of work that this trip will require. 
At least, that is what wé are banking on. 

**T have had prepared a specia] tire for 
this particular purpose. t is an iron 
rim, with a pneumatic tire inside, and 
especially adapted to such hard usage 
as that to which this race will put it. I 
have made inquiry of those who have 
= long periods of service for the 

overnment in Alaska, to learn that part 
of the road over which we must pass 
and to find out what supplies and cloth- 
ing we must take along. For the rest, I 
believe common sense and our knowledge 
and early preparation will see us through. 
Where we have trails to blaze and a 
way to find over unknown ground we 
must simply depend upon common sense.

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HUMAN ELECTRICAL ENERGY. 


Dr, Siebel Tells of Experiments to De- 
velop Muscular Power. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—Discovery of a 
method for the generation of electrical 
energy within the human body was to- 
day announced to the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
| Dr. J. E. Siebel, a Chicago physician. 
Experiments conducted for years, he said, 
had brought perfect demonstration of the 
theory that electricity, stored In the mus- 
cles, could be released and made to in- 
;crease the efficiency of any person 
| through the additional vitality supplied. 
Prolongation of life, Dr. Siebel thinks, 
will follow this discovery. 

Almost a year ago Dr. Siebel announced 
that nutritive elements, such as aleohol, 
sugar, fats, &c., during their assimilation 
by the human or animal body, acted as 
generators of electricity in the numerous 
miniature batteries that are found in the 
muscular structure. The attention of 
scientific men was attracted 
theory, which 


years of study and careful experiment by 
Dr. Siebel. 


At the time there was one link missing 
in the demonstration of the theory. The 
oxygen carrier of the blood, oxyhemog- 
lobin, would not yield to the electric force 
generated by Dr. Siebel's treatment. In 


address before the association convinced 
scientists present that a new method of 
generation of energy within the body 
has been produced. 

The oxydizing mediums are common 
and inexpensive, and thus within the 
| grasp of the workers who need added 
jenergy most. Of the combustibles nac- 
essary to impart the energy to be gen- 
erated within the body, denatured alco- 
hol is one of the most common, while 
sugars and fats also play an important 
| perk. Alkaline carbonates, especially bi- 
carbonates, which exist in solution in the 
| blood, act not only as agents to transfer 
| the oxygen necessary to increased energy, 
taking the oxygen from the oxyhemoglo- 
bin of the blood corpuscles and conveying 
it to the combustible or nutrient material,

When they 
returned at 11 o’clock they found that 
their flat on the fifth floor of 2,467 Sev- 
enth Avenue had been robbed. They 
missed $160 worth of stuff. The thieves 
had entered by climbing up the dumb- 
waiter shaft. 

Mrs. Marie Silk of 164 West 146th Street 
had $70 worth of clothing stolen in her 
absence from home about a week ago. 

Thieves destroyed $100 worth of meat 
in Edward Collins's market, at 2,475 Sev- 
enth Avenue, after they had found the 
cash register empty.

The 
Foraker men proposed that delegates to 
county conventions be chosen by direct 
vote, the county conventions to fmagose 
the delegates to the State Convention, 
The call provides for a total of 815 dele- 
gates to the State Convention. The Au-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Secretary Taft 
heard by long-distance telephone to-night 
from his campaign manager in Columbus 
the results of the Ohio Republican Com- 
mittee meeting. The Secretary was im- 
mensely pleased that all of the details 
bad been carried out as suggested by him. 
In Ohio there are two or three Congres- 
sional districts which the Taft manage- 
ment regard as doubtful. 

Secretary Taft had a conference with 
First Assistant Postmaster General Frank 
H. Hitchcock this evening which may 
lead to an extension of the Taft activities 
in the Southern States. Mr. Hitchcock 
went to Mr. Taft’s house at the invitation 
of the Secretary, and the discussion lasted 
for some time. At its conclusion neither 
of them would say anything about it. 

The help of Mr. Hitchcock would mean 
an immediate improvement of the Taft 
situation in the South. Most of the men 
in the Southern States who are influ- 
ential in Republican politics have grown 
into the habit of looking to Hitchcock 
for guidance, and once it becomes clear 
to them that he is for the nomination 
of Taft they will begin to see a great 
light which will lead them out of the 
slough of uncertainty into which they 
were plunged by the publication of the 
declaration of the President reiterating 
his determination not to accept another 
nomination, 

There hag been a decided increase in the 
activity in behalf of the several candi- 
dates in the South since that statement 
was issued. Some of the men who were 
associated with Mr. Hitchcock in the 
formatiow of the third-term organization 
have been saying that it would be held 
together, to be used at the convention in 
the way which seemed best when it was 
finally demonstrated that there was real- 
ly no use in further advocating the re- 
nomination of Mr. Roosevelt. But the 
other day Internal Revenue Commissioner 
John G, Capers, the Republican boss of 
South Carolina, who had been working 
with Mr, Hitchcock, came out in the open 
for Taft.

SAYS A WILLIAMS VICTORY. 


Railroad Commissioner McLendon 
Says Ryan Mismanaged. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 2.—When asked for 
his opinion about the Seaboard Air Line’s 
affairs, Chairman McLendon of the Rail- 
road Commission said: 

“I think you ought to go to John Skel- 
ton Williams. The receivership is a vic- 
tory for Williams, who has been fighting 
the shameful mismanagement of Thomas 
F. Ryan. Ryan has been exploiting the 
road for himself, and Williams has been 
trying to save it for the security holders. 
In 1906 the Seaboard issued $12,500,000 of 
stock, of which $4,500,000 was preferred, 


which was given away as a bonus to sup- 
port a bond issue Which John Skelton 
Williams declared to be wholly unneces- 
sary. 

“The gross earnings of the Seaboard 
for Georgia alone, for the year ended 
June 30, 1906, were $3,528,308.64, and for

756.39. These figures need no comment 
from the Georgia Railroad Commission, 
except to say that they show an increase 
of $167,447.75 in gross earnings. In- 
creased earnings cannot result in con- 
fiscation and usually do not result in 
bankruptcy.”

Postmaster Morgan received a number

| Postmaster General strictly forbid solicit- 
ing of any kind by the carriers. 

“T sent out the official notice relating 
to this especial section of the postal laws 
two weeks ago to every letter carrier in 
New York and its suburbs,”’ said Postmas- 
ter Morgan yesterday, It reads: “ Carriers 
must not solicit, In person or through 
others, contributions of money, gifts, or 
presents; distribute, offer for sale, or col- 
lect the proceeds of the sale of tickets to 
theatres, balls, concerts, fairs, or any 

j other entertainments; issue addresses, 
| complimentary cards, prints, publications, 
|} Or any substitute therefor, intended or 
| calculated to induce the public to make 
them gifts or presents.”’ 


When asked if he had seen any Christ- 
mas or New Year’s cards which had been 
left by carriers at private residences and 
stores, the Postmaster replied that he had 
not. THD TIMEs reporter then showed 

fir. Morgan several cards, whereupon he 
| said that if he found any carrier solicit- 
ing presents in any manner he would re- 
port the matter to Washington, and the 
| offender would either be fined, suspended, 
or dismissed, according to his record and 
| length of service tn the department,

letter carriers at their doors. Some were 
inscribed ‘*‘ Happy New Year—From Your 
Three Carrlers.'’

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MOVING PICTURE MEN 
SCORE IN ONE COURT 


City Magistrate Holds That They 
Are Not Under Ban of Penal 
Code and May *Continue. 


CASE UP IN SUPREME COURT 


Justice Greenbaum Calls for Briefs 
and Will Soon Hand Down a 
Straight-Out Decision. 


UVuless further and effective agitation 
shall be groused against it, Sundays in 
New York are likely soon to be about 
what they were before Justice O’Gor- 
man's decision, which resulted in two real 
“blue "’ Sundays. Actfon taken yesterday 
in the Supreme Court, coupled with a 
long derision by City Magistrate Wahle, 
indicates that the tendency is that way. 

The «teps taken yesterday in the Su- 
preme Court were in behalf of the mov- 
ing picture and penny arcade shows. 
Lawyers for an owner of such a show 
sought to get an out-and-out ruling from 
Supreme Court Justice Greenbaum, as to 
whether or not Section 265 of the Pénal 
Code, which is entitled ‘‘Public Sports,” 
stould be construed to apply to the pro- 
duction of entertainments of the charac- 
ter of moving pictures. The lawyers ad- 
mitted that two Brooklyn Justices had 
heid that such shows do come under that 
section, but they argued that the de- 
cisions were only incl ental, in injunction 
cases, and not birding. 

Lazare Valenski’s case was the one be- 
fore Justice Greenbaum. He was arrested 
last Sunday at his show place, 110 and 


ll: Third Avenue, charged with violating | 


Section 265 of the Penal Code. He was 
held in the court by Magistrate Cornell, 
and his counsel, Stephen B. Rosenthal, 
sued out a writ of habeas corptis on the 
ground that the arrest was illegal. 

Both the defendant's personal counsel 
and the counsel for the organization of 
moving picture men argued before Jus- 


tice Greenbaum that Section 265 applied 
only to sports and outdoor exhibitions, 
such as football and baseball games. 

That's just exactly the point I'll have 
to decide,’’ said the Justice. ‘I desire 
briefs on this case.” 

He gave all parties time to prepare 
briefs, and will give a straight-out de- 
cision on Section 265, which has come to 
be almost as familiar ase Section 277 of 
the Penal Code, or the Doull ordinance. 

William Grossman of the firm of House, 
Grossman & Vorhaus, of 115 ,Broadway, 
attorneys for the management of the Col- 
onial Theatre, yesterday secured from 
Magistrate Wahle a decision to the effect 
that moving picture shows do not come 
under Section 265 of the Penal Code, and 
are not, in his opinion, prohibited at all. 
Application had been made to t :e Magis- 
trate for a warrant for four persons who 
at the Colonial Theatre two Sundays ago 
illustrated with moving pictures a jecture 
on the Panama Canal. 

Magistrate Wahle not only held that 
such moving pictures did not come un- 
der Section 265, but he also devoted half 
of his decision to the argument that Sec- 
tion 1,481, upon which Justice O’Gorman 
based his sweeping decision, hasn't really 
been on the statute books for twenty 
years. 

On the other hand, while, discharging 
some moving picture mem in the Mor- 
risania Court yesterday, Magistrate Stein- 
ert said that the pictures were vile, and 
that he wished there was some law under 
which he could punish them, :

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PENALTY FOR CONTEMPT. 


Cohen Gets Thirty Days In Jail for 
Letter of Protest to Justice Green.

Joseph We- 
ber appeared without his ‘‘ embonpoint,” 
which was the nearest thing to an actual 
take-off in the whole ‘‘ Merry Widow” 
burlesque, and @ young and giddy person 
of the merry, merry chorus hid her pink 
shapeliness under a pair of rubber boots. 
Lest there be sadness among the Weber 
patrons, let it be at once remarked, how- 
ever, that this particular young woman 
was the only one who thus robbed ticket 
holders of the prerogative that goes with 
every purchase at this particular temple 
of melody and mirth. As for the others-- 
well, Peter Dailey, who ought to know, ad. 
vised them if they didn’t want to take 
cold to be wrapped up in their profes- 
sion. That charitable utterance, if fol- 
lowed, would cover a multitude of shins. 

It was a queer idea—that of burlesquing 
‘““The Merry Widow ’’—a sort of carrying 
coals to Newcastle idea, for the result 
could only be a@ travesty on a travesty. 
Befcre there can be a parody there Ougnt 
to be semething serious, that lends itself 
to mor or the wit of the satirist. 

“The Merry Widow,’’ however one may 
view it, is not exactly that sort of frop- 
osition. What happened then at Weber's 
was about what might have been expect- 
ed. There was a large amount of knock- 
avout atuics which an elastic definition 
might bring under the head of fun, and a 
large amount of noise that could not be 
considered fun even under the most chari- 
table classification. 

Two or three persons have successively 
been named as author of the piece. All 
but George Hobart managed to run in 
time, but. he was last, and it was tag for 
him, ,so on the programme he is ‘‘it.” 
But whatever humor has managed to 
percolate into the entertainment is pro- 
vided ad lib. by that genial gentle- 
man, Mr. Peter F. Dailey, who is again 
at home at Weber’s, where he has been 
sad.y missed. Why doesn’t Mr. Dailey 
do the generous thing, and talk off a 
whole book to Mr. Weber's stenographer 
some morning after breakfast? 

To attempt to tell what happens in the 
burlesque of ‘‘The Merry Widow” and 
why it happens would be as foolish as to 
try to make the discovery while the per- 
formance is in progress. But the earnest 
reader will at least be interested in know- 
ing that Mr. Weber himself is Disch, the 
janitor at the Farsovian Embassy, and 
that he is called upon to compromise the 
Baroness Copoff, (Mabel Fenton,) who 
has not only a red-headed disposition, 
but a wig to match it, that immediately 
brought forth from Mr. Dalley an ailusion 


to “ Fighting the Flames.” Charles J. 
Ross is Prince Dandilo, a waiter at 
Maxim’s, but he ‘‘ spends more time wait- 
ing on the Widow,’ who, in the person of 
Lulu Glaser, is decidedly pert and plump.

The Olive Mead Quartet, which gave a 
chamber concert last evening in Men- 
delssohn Hall, has gained for itself hon- 
orable mention in the music of several 
recent seasons.

CHILD LABOR. 


Commissioner of Labor TacumsnH P. 
SHERMAN protests ‘‘against age as 4 
test of fitness” for child labor, and 
recommends, in his report, submitted 
on retiring from office, that a standard 
of physical fitness for the task per- 


| formed be substituted and enacted. Mr, 


SHERMAN thinks such a law would ob- 
viate the necessity of an age test. 

Child labor reformers will hail this 
suggestion as a means of obtaining, not 
substitute legislation, but additional 
legislation. Nothing will persuade them 
—perhaps nothing should—that children 
in f ries should not be restricted ac- 
cordt to age. Some children under 
5 years are healthy and bright enough 
to be admitted to the public schools, 
yet for most the physical and mental 
qualifications can be accurately deter- 
mined within age limits. The latest 
State child labor law prohibits the em- 
ployment in factories between specified 
hours of minors under 16. Physical 
characteristics of voice, average welght 
and height, might afford collateral evi- 
dence of age, which would aid in deter- 
mining a -valid registration. There 
might also be imposed general re- 
quirements of health and a provision 
for sifting out atypical children, But 
such @ measure would be merely an- 
cillary and would be no substitute for 
the age standard. 


DR. FLEXNER’S DISCOVERIES. 


That the arteries and even organs of 
brute animals may be transferred to 
man to replace diseased tissue was pre- 
figured in a remarkable paper by Dr. 
Simon FLEXNER of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, read this week before the Amer- 
iean Association for the Advancement 
of Science at Chicago. Dr. Fiexner 
hints at “‘new experimental condi- 
tions’’ made possible by maintaining 
the functions of transplanted organs, 
and adds: 

It is a matter of no small significance 
that arteries can be transplanted success- 
fully from dog to cat and vice versa, 
and from man to dog, and that keeping 
extirpated arteries under sterile condi- 
tions at refrigerator temperature for 
twenty or thirty days or even longer does 


not interfere with the results of trans- 
plantation. 


But it was in the transference of dis- 


jeased tissues from one animal to an- 


other that Dr. FLEXNER made a dis- 
covery of deeper significance, possibly, 
than when he found that organs might 
retain their functions in an animal of 
different speci.s. He speaks of “ some- 
thing extrerne’y’ subtle in the condi- 
tions underlyirg successful transplan- 
tation within one race, since it may be 
determined by such minor factors as 
environment and mere quality of food.” 
For example: 

A tumor which grows in Danish white 
mice may fall utterly to grow in Berlin 
white mice, and one which grows in 
Berlin mice and unable to grow in Nor- 
wegian mice may lose {ts capacity to 
grow in Berlin mice transported to 
Christiania and kept there for a period 
before inoculation. Mice and rats which 
have recovered spontaneously from tum- 
ors can be reinfected with new and 
more virulent grafts with diffioulty, or 
not at all. 

In these statements medical students 
will at once discern the possibility of 
research work bearing on the etlology 
of malignant growths. European in- 
vestigators are beginning to intimate 
that cancer may spring from gross ex- 
cesses in living and consequent diges- 
tive d'sturbances, which prevent the 
passage of certain ferments into the 
blood, It is-profoundly significant that 
“reinfection with new and more viru- 
lent. grafts"’ of tumors upon mice is 
difficult or fmpossible. It means that 
cancer in man may ultimately submit 
to treatment by the opsonic method, 
which has proved: so useful) in com. 
bating other forms of disease.

& Breathe plenty of fresh air, both In 
the house and out of it, but protect the 
body from cold and draughts by proper 
clothing. 

It is necessary to keep the mouth, 
nose, tonsils, &0., clean, because the 
mucous membrane of these parts, espe- 
clally the tonsils, ia not infrequently the 
port of entry of the germs of several in- 
fectious diseases, &s influenza, pneumonia, 
and acute rheumatism, The little depres- 
sions in the tonsils ere a favorite 
place for these germa to lodge; when 
the tonsils are inflamed and the vital 
resistance of the body lowered from 
any cause, these germs are taken into 
the system, circulated in the blood, and 
multiply with great rapidity. To pre- 
vent thefr development, {t is necessary to 
antiseptically cleanse thelr breeding 
Places and keep them clean, especially tf 
one spends a considerable time in the 
roome of those who have influenza or 
penumonia. Ags a cleanser, I would ree- 
ommend a simple antiseptic alkaline 
wash. The following formula can be 
made at home or at the druggist's: 

Powdered boracic acid, 18 grains; thy- 
mol, 1 grain; aicohol, 1 ounce; table 
salt, 20 grains; baking soda, 30 grains; 
essence wintergreen, 2 teaspoonful; 
glycerine, 1 tablespoonful; distilled water, 
6 ounces. 

Use the soiution plain as a mouth wash 
or gargie; and diluted one-half with 
water it can be used as an antiseptic 
spray for the nose. 

This solution should be used daily after 
breakfast or at bedtime, and oftener if 
much exposed. The preparation is not 
poisonous, and no harm will come if a 
little is swallowed. \ 

In some cases I recommend the use of 
peroxide of hydrogen to cleanse the throat 
and mouth before the application of the 
antiseptic alkaline solution. 

In regard to Rule 2, I would say that 
the vital resistance of the body may be 
kept nearer a normal standard by avoid- 
ing excesses, especially overeating and 
overdrinking. Keep all the functions of 
the body regular and up to their normal 
activity. 

Breathe fresh air, especiaily while 
asleep, but have the body properly pro- 
tected from cold and draught. Old peo- 
ple whose circulation is impaired require 
more clothing than the young. : 

Another agency which will do much to 
sustain the vital resistance of the body Is 
the use of high-frequency electric cur- 
rents. It is much used in France to en- 
ergize the system and to assist in the 
elimination processes. High-frequency 
electrio currents will also stimulate the 
supply of “‘opsonings.” This is a sub- 
stance in the serum of the blood which 
prepares the germs of influenza, pneu- 
monia, &c., to be digested and carried off 
by the scavengers of the system, namely, 
the phagocytes, or white blood cells. 
This form of electricity stimulates the 
general nutrition, equalizes the circula- 
tion, and helps to restore elasticity in 
the arteries of the aged, promotes func- 
tional activity, and increases the power 
of elimination, by which the by-products 
of the body are carried out through the 
natural channels,

968,426 for the Year. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The monthly 
comparative statement of the ,Controller 
of the Currency shows that at the close 
of business Dec. 31, 1907, the total out- 
standing circulation was $690,130,895, 
which {is an increase for the year of 
$93,968,426 and an increase for the month 
of $33,912,499. The circulation based 
on United States bonds amounted to $643,- 
459,899, an increase for the year of $94,-

of $33,808,891. :

SURGEON, 18 DEAD 


His Skillful Operations Had Made 
His Name Known in Two

CHICAGD, Jan. 2.—Dr. Nicholas Senn, 
one of the most widely known surgeons 
in the United States, died here to-day. 


For the last two decades the name of 


of the Atlantic, As an operating surgeon, 
as a teacher of surgtry, and as a writer 
on that subject, he was recognized as at 
the head of the profession. 

Dr. Senn was born in Buchs, County of 
St. Gall, Switzerland, Oct. 31, 1844. At the 
age of 9 he emigrated to this country with 
his parents and settled in Milwaukee. He 
was graduated from the Chicago Medical 
College in 1868, and decided to devote his 
practice entirely to aprgery. He was ap- 
pointed surgeon at the Milwaukee Hos- 
pital, and it was here that he began to 
attract attention by the brilllancy of his 
operations and experimental researches. 

It was while practicing at the Milwaukee 
Hospital that he astonished the medical 
world by his bold and successful treat- 
ment of bullet wounds where the intes- 
tines were penetrated. 

After the publication of the account of 
Df. Senn’s success in the Milwaukee oper- 
ation, Prof. von Esmarch of Germany 
made a trip to Milwaukee to confer with 
him and learn his methods of treating the

For years Dr. Senn sought the oppor- 
tunity of studying the effect of climatic 
changes on the humgn being. To this 
end he was an extensive traveler and vis- 
ited lands in every zone.

This is the ex- 
pressed will of the people as evidenced 
by their vote in 1894, when the new Con- 
stitution was adopted, and the same sec- 
tion says: And the Legislature shall pass 
appropriate laws to prevent offenses 
against any of the provisions of this 
section, 

“The Percy-Gray law has been a farce 
so far as its effect to prevent race track 

ambling {s concerned. Sections 348 and 

Sl of the Penal Code have been amended 
so ar to practically abolish punishment 
for the offense of gambling upon race 
tracks, whereas the same offense com- 
mitted outside is made a felony and upon 
conviction is punishable by imprisonment 
in the State prison for a period not less 
than one year nor more than two years, 
or by such imprisonment, together with a 
fine not exceeding $2,000. , 

“To allow the law to stand in this in- 
consistent way is simply to bring it into 
contempt, as the discrimination between 
an offense committed in one location and 
another is so obviously inconsistent. 
now, under the recommendation of the 
Governor, we can make this offense wher- 
ever committed a crime commensurate 
with the act ana the punishment therefor 
direct and explicit, it will accomplish 
the will of the people as expressed in 
the provisions of the Constitution. 

“While there will doubtless be strenu- 
ous opposition to this legislation, well or- 
ganized, with unlimited funds to be used 
to defeat any legislation, it is hoped that

‘MONEY MARKET EASY 


Currency Premium Disappears 
and Bank of England Takes 
Favorable Action. 


BIG NEW YEAR PAYMENTS 


interest and Dividend Disbursements 
Estimated at $190,000,000 — Call 
and Time Money Rates Drop. 


In the face of record breaking January 
interest and dividend disbursements the 
money market yesterday was easier than 
at the beginning of the week, the cur- 
fenoy premium disappeared entirely, and 
ebroad the Bank of England reduced its 
minimum rate of discount from 7 per 
cent. to 6 per cent. The first business 
day of the new year was also the first 
day since the October financial disturb- 


ances that there was no buying and se!l- ! 


ing of currency. WParly in the day the 
premium was quoted at 
fraction that brokers were no longer 
bothering with currency purchases, and 
before the end of the day even this 
shadow of a premium had disappeared. 


The January disbursements this year | 


are estimated at $1980,000,000, and a very 
large part of this total was paid out in 
New York City yesterday by financial in- 
stitutions and bankers acting as fiscal 
agents for the hundreds of corporations 
which were paying interest and dividends. 


Despite the temporary tying up of funds | 
as @ result of the making of these dis- | 


bursements call money declined yesterday 
from 15 per cent. to 5, and large amounts 
of inoney were loaned near the day's low~ 
est, Some of the largest loans of the day 
were made at 7 and 6% per cent. Time 
money, too, was in more plentiful supply 
and rates were materially lower, Six- 
month loans were made yesterday at 8 
per cent., while at the beginning of the 
week rates as high as 10 per cent. had 
been paid. Loans for the shorter periods 
were also made at proportionately lower 
rates. 

The reduction in the English bank rate 
yesterday from 7 to 6 pér cent. was in 
keeping with the understanding in bank- 
ing circles here that such action would be 
taken so soon as the bank was assured by 
the course of events in this country that 
London would no longer be called upon to 
supply gold to.this market. The dis- 
appearance of the premium on currency 
did away with the. profit on importing 
gold at current rates of exchange, with 
the result last week that. gold which had 
already been purchased for import to 
New York was resold by our bankers, 

This development and the declining ten- 
dency shown by discount rates in the 
London open market foreshadowed the 
reduction in the English bank rate an- 
nounced yesterday. Pankera wero look- 
ing yesterday for a further reduction in 
the rate in the near future, as even 6 
per cent. is above normal,

Chairman Schwab of the com- 
mittee expleined that it was a ‘“ mail 
remuneration,” and not a real subsidy, 
which was proposed, 

“It is the duty of the American people,” 
he said, “I believe, to do something to 
rehabilitate {ts merchant marine, Lines 
to the Orient and to South America are 
needed imperatively. It is little to'ask 
and I think it ought to be done, It would 
be a grave error, I believe, te prevent 
the passage of this resolution.” 

Charles S. Smith spoke similarly, and 
the resolution was adopted with some dis- | 
senting votes, F a 

A. Foster Higgins, reporting for the 
Committee on Harbor and Shipping, said 
that the matter of towing flotilias of boats 
in New York Harbor had become ao seri- 
ous @ menace and so clearly needed more 
control that the Chamber should put if- 
self on record as urging action to this 
end.

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“TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 
' Market Reflects the Good News. 
There were several favorable and some 
unfavorable factors in the situation yes- 
terday; but from the point of view of the 
trader the market in the afternoon re- 
flected only the good news. Undoubted- 
ly the reduction in the Bank of England 
rate was a large influence in bringing 
@bout the good feeling which prevailed 
and in neutralizing the effect of the 
Seaboard receivership and the Washing- 
ton advices of further action in the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacifio mat- 
ters. The early market was reactionary 
end reflected pressure at the opening, 
which apparently came from the profes- 
‘gional element. One or two professionals 
of importance were reported as active on 
the short side of the account, but in the 
Jater market this adverse trading was 
not effective, and a substantial rally and? 
fairly sustained strength were the result. 
Brokers were disposed to be cautious in 
their advices to customers, and it was 
noted that, while short selling at present 
prices was deprecated, there was no 
direct advice to buy and hold indefinitely 
for big profits. Some of the conservative 
houses took the position that the market, 
in the immediate future, would not show 
very wide fluctuations. As usual, how- 
ever, the definite advice of the various 
houses was conflicting, and it was im- 
ble for the ordinary observer to de- 
any definite line of action from a 
perusal of ihe various market letters and 
mpecial notes of advice offered for con- 
pumption.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Dried Mushrooms Are Not “ Prepared 
Vegetables "Other Decisions, 


In a decision by Judge Waite, the 
Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers sustained yesterday a claim filed 
by Galli & Grosso of New York, it being 
heli that dried mushrooms that are 
sliced, and flavored and packed in bulk 
in sealed tin-lined cases, are dutiable 
properly at the rate of 2% cents per 
pound as “mushrooms prepared or pre- 
served tn tins.’’ 

* The Government assessed the mush- 
rooms for duty at the rate of 40 per 
oent. under the provision in the Dingley 
law for “prepared vegetables.”” After 
a consideration/of the evidence, the Board 
finds that the Collector of Customs was 
in error in classifying the merchandise 
at the higher rate, and he is directed to 
reliquidate the entries on the basis of the 
lower duty. ‘ 

A decision was handed down by Judge 
Waite sustaining the contention of L. 
Gandolfi & Co. of this city. The firm 
objected to the action of the customs 
authorities in classifying chocolate in 
small shapes, each piece being wrapped 
in tin-foil, under the tariff provision for 
“ oonfectionery.”” Instead, the claim was 
made that the merchandise should be 
granted duty at the rate provided for

| MANY SCENES OF MISERY 
| 
But Once In a While a Gleam of Cheer, 


as When a Boy Sends His Toy 
Money to Help the Poor. 


After being closed since a few days be- 
fore Christmas, except for a few hours on 
New Year's morning, the United Hebrew 
Charities again threw wide open its doors 
yesterday morning to the needy, which 
nowadays usually means the hungry. The 
application room of the main building, at 
Second Avenue and Twenty-first Street, 
was filled with men and women all yes- 
terday morning. 

Dr. Lee K. Frankel, manager of the 
United Hebrew Charities, said yesterday 
afternoon: 

‘*We had this morning fifteen or twen- 
| ty applicants of a kind with which we 
| haven’t had much to do in the last five 
years—strong men who can’t find work to 
do. We are not alarmists, but those 
men, willing and anxious to work, who 
have doubtless tried hard to get something 
to do and who were ultimately forced to 
come in here to get aid with which to 
keep a roof over thelr heads and provide 
enough food to maintain life—that Is a 
serious matter. 

‘‘For the past five years we have been 
extending aid to families in need chiefly 
because of illness or because death or de- 
| se rtion had taken from them their sup- 
| port. No women came here and said that 
| her husband, or sons,'or daughters want- 
|ed work and couldn’t find/it to do. Dur- 
| ing these five years, without this addi-
